Weins, of Switzerland, for removing the 
bran only, without the gluten-coating, has 
been reeeived with favor by scientific jour- 
nals and practical men of Europe, and is 
well worthy a trial here, if, a8 we assume, 
it has not already been tried, 
It consists simply in moistening the wheat 
before grinding in a solution of caustic 
soda in water, 140 pounds of the liqaid, or 
7 per cent, being required for 2,000 pounds 
of grain. The solution is._prepared by dis- 
salving 64 pounds of eanstie soda in 13% 
pounds of water. The steeping may be 
from fifteen to twenty minutes, and may 
bq done in vats similar to those nsed by 
brewers. The canstic solution swella, and 
loosens the hull proper, so that it may be 
removed by the slightest friction, leaving 
the giuicn with the body of the grain. The 
flour thus prepared is as white as the pros- 
ent superfine, contains all the highly nutri- 
tive properties of the Giaham and bran 
breads, without their heaviness and sour- 
ness, and there is a perceptibly leas wa:te 
in grinding. The successof the experunent 
can easily be tested and compared with the 
present mode of removing the bran and 
glnten together, by the aid of a microscope 
and a soltition of iodine.
